□ Peter Peterson, the convicted 
ao- 
saulter of Miss Eliza Harris, will have 
at least one more day in which to med- 
tate over the punishment Judge Cool* 
dge will intlict upon him. 


It was fifiven out last Friday that 
Peterson would be sentenced today, 
but this morning Judge Coolidge told 
HE N e w s that sentence would not be 
pronounced for several days, for the 
reason he said, that Prosecutor Valen- 
ne and some of the jurors who con­ 
victed Peterson desired an interview 
with him before the fate of the doomed 
man was decided. 


It is expected that the sentence will 
not be in excess of five years in the 
state penitentiary. 
There are condi­ 
tions which will be urged upon the 
court with a view of securing clemency. 
The previous good character of Peter­ 
son and hts limited Intellectual facul­ 
ties, will, It is expected, win mercy 
rom the court. 
Peterson does not 
seem to be troubled over his fate. 
He 
appears like a person who does not 
comprehend the nature of his predica­ 
ment. The sentence may be pronounced 
tomorrow.

The text Is Qenesis I, 11, *'The 
fm lt tree yielding fm it after his kind." 


It Is Wednesday morning In paradise. 
The birdfldid not sing their opening piece 
nor tho fish take their flmt swim until the 
following. Friday. 
Tho solar and lunar 
lights did not break through the thick, 
chaotic fog of the world’s manufacture un­ 
til Thursday. Before that there was light, 
but It was eloctrlo light or phosphorescent 
light, not tho light of sun or moon. But 
tho botanical and pomologlcal productions 
came on Wedncsday—flrst the flowers and 
then the fruits. Tho veil of fog Is lifted, 
and there stand the orchards. Watch the 
sudden maturity of tho fruit In our time 
pear trees must have two ycani before they 
bear fruit, and pcnch trees three years, and 
apple trees flvo years, but here Instantly a 
conipleto orchaM springs Into life, all the 
branches bearing fruit 
The Insectlle 
forces, which have been doing their worst 
to destroy the fruits for 6,000 years, had not 
yet begun their Invasion. 
The curcullo 
had not yet stung the plum, nor tho cater­ 
pillar hurt the apple,nor had the phylloxera 
plague, which has devastated the vineyards 
of America and Franco, assailed the 
grapes, nor tho borer perforated tho wood, 
nor tho aphides ruined the cherry, nor tho 
fcrub punctureil tho nectarine, nor the 
blight struck tiie pear. 
There stood tho 
first orcluird, %vith a perfection of rind, 
and an cxquisitene^ of color, ond a lus- 
ciou.snea<4 of taste, and an aflluence of pra- 
duction which it may take thousands of 
yearH nioi'o of study of tho sclenoeof fruits 
to rtfpruduce. 


Tiie m u t D iet. 


Wliy was tho orchard created two days 
before tho fish ond birds and' three days 
lx:fore the cattle? Among other things, to 
impro{«.s tho world with a lesson It Is too 
stupid to learn—that fniit diet is healthier 
than luoat diet, and that tho former must 
precede the latter. 
The reason there are 
in tho world so many of tho Imbnited and 
sensual is that they have not Improved by 
the mighty, unnoticed fact that tho or­ 
chards of paradise preoedod tho herds and 
aviaries and fish ponds. 
Oh, those fruit 
benVing trees on the banks of the Eu­ 
phrates, and tho Qlhon, and tho Hiddekel! 
I wonder not that tho ancient Romans, ig­ 
norant of our God, adored Pomona, tho 
goddess of fruits, and that all tho sylvan 
deities were said to worship her, ond that 
grove« were set apart as her temples. You 
have thanked Qod for bread a thousand 
times. 
Have you thanked him for the 
fruits which ho made tho first course of 
food In the menu of the world’s table— 
the aoids of those fruits to keep the 
world's table from being Insipid, and their 
sweets to keep It from being too sourf 


At this autumnal season how the or­ 
ch id s breathe and glow, the leaves remov­ 
ed that the crimson or pink or saffron or 
the yellow or brown may the better ap­ 
pear. while the aromatics fill the air with 
Invitation and reminiseenoe. As you pass 
through the orchard on these autumnal 
days and look up through the arms of the 
treiM laden with fruit you hear thumping 
on tho ground that which is fully ripe, 
and throwing your arms around tho trunk 
you givo a shako that sends down a shower 
of gold and fire on all sides of you. Pile 
up in Isaskets and barrels and bins and on 
shelves and tables the divine supply 
But 
these orchards havo been under tho assault 
of at least 60 centuries—tho storm, tho 
droughts, the winters, tho insectivora. 
What must tho first orchard havo been? 
And yet it Is tho explorer's evidence that 
on the sito of that orchard there is not an 
apricot or an apple, or an olive—’nothing 
but desert and desolation. 
There Is not 
enough to forage the explorer's horiie, much 
Ims to feed his own hunjgcr. In othor 
words, that first orchard is a lost orchard. 
How did the proprietor and tho proprietress 
of all that intercolunmiation of fruitage 
et the rich splendor slip their possession 
It was. as now, most of the orchards arc lost 
—namely, by wanting more. Access they 
had to all the fig trees, apricots, walnuts, 
almonds,apples—bushels on bushels—and 
were forbidden the use of only one tree in 
the orchard. 
Not satisfied with all but 
one, they roached for that and lost tho 
whole orchiurd. 
Qo right down through ) 
the business marts of tho great cities and 
find among the weighers and clerks and 
subordinates men who once couinmnded 
the commereial world. 
They had a whole 
orchard of successes, but they wanted just 
one more thing, one more house, or one 
more country seat, or one more store, or 
one more railroad, or one more million. 


Wor One More Tree. 


They clutched for that and lost all they 
had gained. For ono more tree they lost a 
whole orchard. 
There are business men 
all around us worried nearly to death. 
The doctor tells them they ought to stop. 
Insomnia or indigestion or aching at the 
base of tho brain or ungovernable nerves 
tell them they ought to stop.

This story of Eden Is rejected by some 
as^an Improbability, if not an Impossibil­ 
ity, but nothing on earth li easier for me 
to believe than the truth of this Bdenlo 
stoiy, fbr I have seen the tame thing In 
this year of our Lord 1807. loould call 
them by name, If It were polltlo and right­ 
eous to do so, tho men who have saerlflccd 
a paradise on earth and a p a p isa In heav- 
èn for ono sin. Their house went Their 
library went. 
Th^ir good |iame wont 
Their field of usefutnees went. Their 
health wont 
Their Immortal aoulwent 
My friends, there Is just ono sin that will 
turn you out of paradise If you do not quit 
It You know what It Is, and Qod knows, 
and you had better drop tho hand and arm 
liftod toward that bending boogh before 
you pluck your own ruin. When Adam 
stood on tiptoe and took In his right hand 
that one round poach or apricot or apple, 
satan rcaohed up and pulled down the 
round, beautiful world of our present 
residence. Overworked artist, overwrought 
merchant, ambitious politician, avaricious 
speculator, bettor take that warning froni 
Adam’s orohard and stop before you put 
out for that one thing more. 


But I turn from Adam’s orchard to 
Solomon’s orchard. 
With his own hand 
he writes, **I made me gardens and or­ 
chards." Not depending on tho natural 
fall of rain, he irrigated those orchards. 
Pieces of the aqueduct that watered those 
gardens I have seen, and tho reservoirs nro 
08 perfect as when thousands of years ago 
the mason’s trowel smoothed the mortar 
over their gray surfaces. 
No orchard of 
olden or modern time, probably, ever had 
its thirst so well slaked. 
Tho largest of 
those reservoirs Is 5B2 foot long, 2U7 feet 
wide and 60 feet deep. 
These reservoirs 
Solomon refers to when he says, “ I made 
mo pools of water, to water therewith the 
wood that bringeth forth trees." Solomon 
used to ride out to that orchard before 
breakfast. 
It gave him an aptietlte and 
something to think about all the day. 
Josephus, tho historian, represents him as 
going out "early in the morning from .Te- 
rusalem to the famed rocks of Etani, a fer­ 
tile region, delightful with paradises and 
running springs. 
Thither the king, in 
robes of white, rode In his chariot, escort­ 
ed by a troop of mounted archers chosen 
for their youth and stature and clad in 
Tyrian purple, whoso long hair, txiwdered 
with gold dust, sparkled In tho sun." 


After Solomon had taken his morning 
ride in these luxuriant orchards ho would 
sit down and write those wonderful things 
in the Bible, drawing his illustrations 
from the fruits he had that very morning 
plucked or ridden under, and wishing to 
praise the coming Christ he says, "As the 
apple tree among the trees of the wood, so 
is my beloved. " And wishing to describe 
the lovo of tho church for her Lord, he 
writes, "Comfort mo with applet, for I 
am sick of love, "and desiring to make 
reference to the white hair of the octoge­ 
narian, and just before having noticed that 
the blossoms of the almond tree were 
white, ho says of the aged nuin, '‘The 
almond tree shall flourish. " The walnuts 
and the poiuegranates and the iimndrakes 
and the figs make Solomon's writings a 
divinely arranged fruit basket.

What mean Solomon’s orchards and Sol­ 
omon’s gardens, for they seem to mingle, 
tho two Into one, flowers underfoot and 
pomegranates overhead!* 
To me they 
suggest that religion is a luxury' 
All 
along the world has looked upon religion 
chiefly as a dire necessity—a lifeboat frtmi 
tho shipwreck, a ladder from the confla­ 
gration, a soft landing place after we have 
been shoved off the precipice of this planet. 
As a consequence so many have said, "We 
will await preparation for the future until 
tho crash of the shlpwrcck, until the con­ 
flagration is in full blaze, until we reach 
the brink of tho prcciplce. " No doubt re­ 
ligion Is inexpressibly Important for the 
last exigency. 
But what do the apples 
ond the figs and the melons and the 
pomegranates and tho citron and the 
olives of Solomon’s orchard mean F Lux­ 
ury. 
They mean that our religion Is tho 
luscious, the aromatic, the pung(‘nt, tho 
arborescent, tho efllorescent, tlie îoUîikimI, 
tho umbrageous. 
They mean what Kil- 
wanl Payson meant when he cleelariid, “ If 
my happiness continues to increase, I can­ 
not supiK)rt it much longer." 
It means 
what Bapa Padmanji, a Hindoo convert, 
meant whun he said, *‘I long for my bed, 
not that 1 may sleep—I lie awake often 
and long—but to hold communion W'ith 
my G 0(1.^’

The salvation of the young man, the 
speaker said, was a question that 
touched every m other’s heart and con­ 
cerned the future of the country.

Y. M. V. A. had passed its experimen­ 
tal stage and had reached the point 
when it had become a power—for good 
or evil as its directors chose. 
It had 
been born in a prayer meeting, was 
nurtured in the church and maintained 
under the fundamental principles of re­ 
ligion. 


It was the prayers 
of bereaved 
mothers and fathers that resulted in 
the founding of the V. M. C. A. They 
had prayed for (iod to watch over their 
wayward sons and he answered their 
prayers by providing the Y. M. C. A. 
The young man, the speaker said, wa.s 
the most neglectful and most neglected 
in the condition he was found by the 
^ociation. 
He was impulsive, des- 
)llied formalities, hated hypocrisy and 
abhorred shams and cant. 
They were 
tempted from their schooldays to the 
grave. 
They were born with a na­ 
tural desire for a good time, and it re 
((uired a careful study of their chara«.* 
ter before undertaking to restrain tiiim 
with assurance that the undertaking 
would prove successful. 


They all have talent, was Mr. Wood­ 
ford’s verdict, but before that talent 
could be turned in the right direction 
their individuality must be studied and 
methods adopted which will not appeal 
to them as being revolting or abhor­ 
rent.

LYNCHED. 


North Dakota Peopls Murder Three In­ 
dians. 


Williamsport, N. D., Nov. 15.—The 
murder of the Spicer family, near the 
village of W’’inona. in this county, on 
February 21 last, has been summarily 
avenged. 
Alexander Coudot, the In­ 
dian halfbreed: Haul Holy track and 
Phillip Ireland, full-blooded Indians, 
were taken from the jail here .Satur­ 
day night and lynched by a mob of 
white men. 


The lynching had been cooley and 
carefully planned and was carried out 
without a hitch in the program. 
The 
lynchers worked liuietly and with de­ 
termination. 
Tney were in sufficient 
force to have overcume any resistance 
that might have been oiTered, and as 
there is no such ihing as a militia com­ 
pany or other like body in the vicinity, 
and as there are only a few residents in 
the town, there was no one to offer any 
opposition. 


There were two other men alleged to 
have been implicated in the murders 
for which the three were lynched and 
they were saved from the same fate 
only by the fact that they are confined 
in the Burleigh county jail at Bisgiiarck, 
forty miles away.

The Chicago ft W est Micbivan 
Fourth Michigan Bead to Re* 
sort to Car Ferries. 


The Chicago & W est Michigan rail­ 
road is the latest of the Michigan roads 
to put car ferries in commission across 
Lake Michigan, says a dispatch from 
Grand liapids. 
The company 
has 
leased the ferryboat Shenango No. 2 of 
the United States & Ontario Steamship 
company and she will leave Conneaut 
one day next week for the trip around 
the lakes, due to arrive at Muskegon 
in time to begin business about Decem­ 
ber 1. The boat has a wooden hull, 
strongly built, with ice crushers fore 
and aft, and has been running on Lake 
Krie. 
It has a capacity of twenty-six 
loaded freight cars. 
It will make the 
round trip between Muskegon and Mil­ 
waukee every other day, going one day 
and returning the next, and If the busi­ 
ness comes up to expectations another 
ferry will be put on next season. 
Pre­ 
liminary to starting the ferry line the 
railroad company is building slips and 
side tracks at the mouth of the Muske­ 
gon lake and is arranging for a direct 
rail route to this city by way of Nunica 
and Fruitport to facilitate the freight 
traHlc eastward. In this city it will 
make dlrcct connections with the De­ 
troit, errand liapids & W estern rail­ 
road, which forms a part of the same 
system, for Detroit and eastern points. 


There will be three other ferry lines 
running across the lake this winter and 
twolinesof packet boats. TheAnn Arlx)r 
road has two ferry boats running from 
Frankf >rt to Manitowoc. 
The Flint & 
l*ere Marquettee has two boats ruiming 
from Ludington 
to Manitowoc, and 
also a packet from Ludingt<in to Mil­ 
waukee. 
The Big l'\>ur will put on a 
ferry from Benton Harbor to Manito- 
• woe Qv Milwaukee. 
The packet lines 
.Nancy i 
Detroit, Grand Haven v'v Mil- 


w’aukee railroad 
boats 
from (»rand 
laven to Milwaukee, the Graham i'v* 
Morton line from Benton Harbor to 
Milwaukee and the Ciraham Transpor­ 
tation company's boat from Muskegon 
to Milwaukee. 


The ferries also are 'proving the sal- 
ation of some of the Michigan rail­ 
roads, especially those in tie northern 
part of the state. The northern Mich- 
gan roads were built for the most part 
when the country was still covered 
with virgin pine and hardwood. 
As 
the tim ber has been cleared up the 
amount of local freight to be moved has 
3ccn reduced until the picking has be­ 
come very scanty. 
The ferries give 
the roads a chance to reach out across 
the lakes into the western territory for 
business and the Ann Arbor and the 
Flint 
Pere Marquette send empty 
'relght cars to St. Paul and Minnea- 
joUs and up to Duluth for the sake of 
laving them delivered to them on this 
side of the lake loaded for the eastern 
market. 


W inter navigation of Lake Micliigan 
is not so hazardous as it might appear. 
The ferry Ijoats are as strongly built as 
timber and steel can make them, their 
weight makes them easy riders in a 
heavy sea and their con.struction re­ 
duces the danger from the waves to a 
minimum. The Ice in midlake Is never 
thick O'* dangerous even in the north­ 
ern end of the lake, and that which 
does exist in extremely cold weather 
is easily broken by the ice crushers or 
by the weight of the boat. 
It is rarely 
that one of the ferries linds it necessary 
to defer or delay a trip on account of 
the weather and no accidents so far 
have occurred.

Some time ago Tb x News gave the 
particulars of Ihe fight which the 
Hev. George L. Cady, formerly of this 
city, had waged against the Henry 
county fair in Illinois for selling li­ 
censes to gamblers. 


The second act in the drama has just 
been played. Mr. Cady didn’t wait for 
somebody elae to do it, but he went be­ 
fore the grand Jury himself to make 
complaint. 
Unfortunately, for his 
cause, one of Ihe men whom he wanted 
indicted was a member of the grand 
jury, but the preacher was not aware 
of the fact. The Geneaeo Daily Arena 
gives this aooount of the affair: 


The report is that there was a hot 
time on the grand jury at the last term. 
It is no secret that the Kev. G. 1^, 
Cady, pastor of Ihe Geneseo Congre­ 
gational church, hae desired to see 
the whirlers of the fortune wheel at 
the Cambridge Fair, and those res])on- 
sible for it, pay Ihe penalty for gamb­ 
ling. 
With this end in view. Rev. 
Cady boldly wont before the grand 
jury and told Ihe lale of outlawry as 
it occurred on the Fair grounds. Now 
George W. Hutchison was Suuerinten- 
dent of Privileges for the Fair and, 
perhaps as much as anybody, was re- 
s|K)n8ible for the fortune wheel. Any­ 
way this was the idea which prevailed 
in the mind of Ihe plucky pastor. 
George waa also a member of the*grand 
jury. 
When Ihe eloquent parson Ije- 
gan pouring hoi sholinto the Fair man­ 
agers and George Hutchinson in par­ 
ticular, George didn’t like it. The 
preacher didn't know Ihe grand juror 
so sailed in 
Hutchinson soon an­ 
nounced himself and then the battle 
was on. 
The olher grand jurors con 
sidered it a show worth going miles to 
see. They heldlheir aides and shouted. 
Still the danoe went on. 
The referees 
have not reported as to which side was 
victorious, and this perhaps the world 
will never know. 
T^be proposition of 
the grand jury indicting one of its most 
prominent members was a new one and 
has its 
humorous aspects. Neither 
lutchinson nor Cady have yet decided 
whether it was a joke or something 
else'.

Is not a place material? Gtnl.

where in his astrononiy piled up a tremen­ 
dous w’orld to nuiko the Bible heaven true 
both as a nuiterial sidendorand a spiritual 
donudn. 
I do not bollovo Goil put all the 
flowers, and all tho proclous stones, ami 
all the bright metals, and all tho music, 
and all the fountains, and all tho oichards 
in this littlo world of ours. 
How much 
was literal and how much w’lw ilguratlve 
1 cannot say. But Bt. John saw two rows 
of trees <in each side of a river, and it dlf- 
fereil from other orchards in the fact lhat 
tho trees boro 12 manner of fruits. 
Tlie 
learned translators of our common Bible 
say it means 1^ different kiiulsof fruits In 
one year. Albert Barnes says It means Iti 
crops of tho samo kind of fruit in one 
year. Not able to decide which is the more 
accurato translation, 1 adopt both. 
H it 
mean 13 different kinds of fridt. it declares 
vwiety in heavenly joy. 
If It mean 12 
crops of tho sanui kind of fruit, it di*clares 
obundance in heavenly joy, and they are 
both true. 


Variety? Oh, yes! Not an eternity with 
nothing but musio; that oratorio would 
be too protracttil. Not an eternity of pro­ 
cession on white horses; that would be 
too long In the stlrruiM|. 
Not an eternity 
of watching the river; that would bo too 
much of tho picturesque. Not an eternity 
of plucking fruits from the tree of life; 
that would be to<i much of the heavenly 
orchard. But all nuinner of varieties, and 
I w’ill tell you of at least 13 of those varie­ 
ties: .Toy of divine'worship, joy over the 
victories of tho Lamb who was slain, joy 
over the repen|aut sinners, joy of recount­ 
ing om* own rescue, joy of embracing old 
friends, joy at recognition of patriarchs, 
apostles, evangelists and martyrs; joy of 
ringing ht»rmouies, joy of reknitting bro­ 
ken friendships, joy at the exphuiatlon of 
Providential n>ysteries, joy at walking the 
boulevards of gold, joy at looking at walls 
green with oiueraltl, and blue with sap­ 
phire, and crimson with jaspar, and aflash 
with amethyst, entere«! through swinging 
gates, their posts, their hinges, and their 
panels of richest pearl; joy that there is 
to bo no subsidence, no reaction, no ter­ 
minus to tho folioity. 
All that nuikes 13 
different joys, 12 nuHiner of fruits. 
Bo 
much for variety. 
But if you take the 
other interpretation and say it means 13 
crops a year, I am W'ith you still, for that 
means abundance. 
That will be the flrFt 
place wo ever got into where there is 
enough of everything, enough of health, 
enough of light, enough of supernal asso­ 
ciation, enough of love, enough of knowl- 
etlge, enough of joy.' The orchards of this 
Itjwer world put out all their energies for 
a few days in autumn, and then, having 
yielded one crop, their banners of foliage 
are dropped out of the air and all |heir 
beauty is (Mljourned. until the blossoming 
of tho nejLt May time.

Holland, Nov. 15.—Trouble is on be­ 
tween the C. iS: W. M. and the new De­ 
troit, Toledo & Milwaukee railroad. 
The steel and all material for con­ 
structing the yard switches for the 
latter line are ‘‘held up” by the C. & 
W. M. road at Allegan, and will not be 
released until General Manager Heuld, 
who is in Boston trying to settle the 
trouble, wires that the material be 
forwarded.

The new road will probably build a 
line of its own from Allegan to Grand 
Haven, if a speedy settlement is not 
made. 
The U., T. «fc M. is controlled 
by the Detroit iS: Lima Northern. It is 
designed to be part of a through line 
from Holland to Detroit. 


W ILL bN F O R C E IT. 


A uthoritiea W ill See T hat New Fieh 
Law ie Obeyed. 


Grand Rapids, Nov. 15.—The attitude 
of the authorities in their efforts to 
enforce the new law prohibiting com­ 
mercial tishermen from using their 
nets between October .’U and Decem­ 
ber I.’», will bo most agaressive. The 
Ushermen of Charlevoix, in particular, 
have been stubborn in their 
tight 
against the constitutionality of the new 
law and tiiey have already laid theui- 
selve.s liable to its penalties. 
On the 
principle of law that an act is valid un­ 
til it is declared invalid by the supreme 
court, these lisherman, several hun- 
red in number, are violators of the law, 
notwithstanding 
the 
injunction of 
Judge Corbett of Traverse ity, which 
temporarily restrained the state game 
warden from enforcing the law. Con­ 
sequently the state may seize the nets 
and even the bouts of the Ushermen. 
So severe a ix>licy will not be adhered 
to, however, except in the more ag- 
g’.’ayated cases. 


The contenlioa of the lishermen has 
been that the new law practically gives 
a monopoly of the most prolitable lish- 
iug season to the IllinoiH and Indiana 
tidhermen. Indiana and Illinois have 
no closed seasons to corres{K)nd with 
the closed seasons of Wisconsin and 
Mit^higan, and the law was attacked on 
the grounds that while the fishermen 
of the last named states are restricted 
from enjoying the early winter catches 
the fishermen of Illinois and Indiana 
can lift their nets as they please. 


Attorney General Maynard, in his 
fight to uphold the law, took the posi' 
tion that these contentions were not 
based upon fact. 
With Michigan go­ 
ing half way across the lake with a 
closed season and Wisconsin meeting 
this state there with corresponding re­ 
strictions, It waa argued that no waters 
were left from which whitefish and 
trout could be taken to an extent that 
would tend to deplete the lake of these 
tw« food fishes. 
The waters that are 
open to the Indiana and Illinois fisher­ 
men are not whitefish and trout waters.

Dwarftag V rov Harsh Mmwiwoummmi, 
In Limousin there is a barren range 
of low hills which lies along the divid 
Mg line between the departments of 
D^ogne, Córrese and Hante’Vienne, 
about half way between Periguenz and 
Limogea The water courses show the 
location of these nplanda They extend 
oyer an area about 75 miles long and 
half as wide, whereiu average human 
misery is most profound. Dense igno 
ranee prevails. There is more illiteracy 
than in any other part of France. The 
contrast in stature, even with the low 
average of all the snrronnding region, 
is clearly marked by the dark tint 
There are sporadic bits of equal diminn 
tiveness elsewhere to the south and 
west, but none is so extended or so ex 
treme. Two-thirds of the men are be­ 
low 6 feet 8 inches in height in some of 
the communes, and the women are three 
or more inches shorter even than thia 
One man in ten is below 4 feet 11 inehee 
in stature 
This is not due to race, for severa 
racial types are equally stunted in this 
way within the same area. It is pri 
marily due to generations of snbjeotion 
to a harsh climate, to a soil which 
worthless for agriculture, to a steady 
diet of boiled chestnuts and stagnant 
water and to insanitary dwellings in 
the deep, narrow and damp valleya 
8tiU further proof may be found to 
show that these people are not stnnted 
by any hereditary inflnence, for it hfti 
been shown thftt children born here^ 
but who migrftte and grow up else 
where, are normal in height, while 
Ihoee bom elsewhere, hut who are anb 
Jeot to this enviioimieni during the 
growing period of youth, are propor 
tioufttely dwarfed.

Xeal Dow*s First Vaaspataaaa Work. 
Neal Dow was 96 yeara old when he 
delivered his first temperance speech. It 
was at an anniverMiy supper of a fire 
company to which he belonged, and his 
strenuous opposition to the use of liquor 
was efifective to that degree that the fire 
company adopted temperance as a prin­ 
ciple. 
Later he prevailed upon the 
Maine Mechanica’ Charitable associa­ 
tion to forego the uae of wine at its an­ 
nual dinner. 


At that time liquor waa almost uni> 
versally used in Maine. One of the cu­ 
rious customs of Portland in those days 
was the ringing of the town bell at 11^ 
and at 4 o’clock b j way of warning to 
mechanics that it waa time to leave 
work and get a drink. This custom the 
young reformer anooeeded in having 
abolished. Then he persuaded most of 
the Portland employers to disoontinue 
supplying their men with liquor. 


After his first iuooemes Neal Dow 
felt that temperaiioe Wfta the most im­ 
portant cause of the aga It was owing 
largely to his efforts that the Young 
Men's Total Abetinenee aociety of Port­ 
land was organiaed. Ita Ihrst meeting, it 
s said, was held in the connting room 
of a distillery.—Harper*a Weekly.
